Wholesale Grocery Trade of Bt. 
Louis Thoroughly Demoralized. 


RAILROADS ARE INACTIVE. 


and Warehouse Commission in 
the Interest ot Chicago. 


“The grocery trade of St. Louis is thor- 
oughly demoraltzed. Its condition is the 
worst known for thirty years.“ * 

This discouraging’ announcement was 
made by one of the oldest wholesale grocers 
in the city, a man who has been at the head 
of a large firm for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury and who is now ap officer in the 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association. At his re- 
quest his name As withheld. 

“By far the worst blow ever deait to the 


grocers of St. Louis has followed the action 
of the Illinois Railroad Warehouse Com- 
mission in fixing a maximum rate on certain 
commodities,”” continued the . Post-Dis- 
patch’s informant. That body has made 
a maximum rate of 15 cents a hundred on 
all classes of goods in which the vital in- 
terests of the grocers of St. Louis lie. 
“This was done in the interest of Chicago 
grocers and Chicago business men in gen- 
eral, and unless the St. Louis railroads, 
passing through Illinois territory, will meet 
that rate, our hands are tied and our busi- 
ness in Tiuinois Will soon be lost. Chicago 
can crowd us out of, our own legitimate 
market, even up to the very gateway to St. 
Louis, unless this rate is met by our lines.“ 
Under this.new schedule of the Illinois 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission a 
higher rate than 15 cents per hundred can- 
not be charged dy railroads on freight 
shipped from one point to another within thé 
State.

Incidentally they 
make considerable out of supplies for troops 
who come in. * 

“I had an order for two Indian scalps.

Cavalry what I wanted he laughed. ‘You 
are more likely to get darky scalps,’ he 
said, meaning that the colored cava ry are 
more likely to get hurt than the Indians.

WHIRLED UPON A BELT. 


Stephen Kebey Horribly Mangled at 
the Missouri Car Works. 


Workmen tm the blacksmith shop of the 
Missouri Car Works, at De Kalb and Louisa 
streeets, stood transfixed Thursday morn- 
ing while one of their number was whirled 
by a pulley belt twenty feet from the floor

The victim was Stephen Kobey, »

In that instant Kobey had beeen whirled 
from one side of the shop almost to the 
opposite wall. His danger was ming 
more imminent at every revolution of the 
pulley, for upon reaching the opposite 
wheel his body would be crushed to a pulp. 
Just as death seemed inevitable, and while 
the spectators were shouting for the en- 
gines to be stopped, Kobey’s clothing gave 
way, and he was dashed down twenty feet 
to the floor. It seemed then to the onlookers 
that he must be dead. His escape with his 
life was little short of miraculous. He was 
unconscidus when picked up, and had not 
revived when a physician ved. Although 
not dead, he was terribly mangled. s 
left leg was broken and torn, his left arm 
was broken between the shoulder and e)- 
bow, his right shoulder blade fractured, his 
nose broken and his head horribly cut in 
six places.

MURDER MYSTERY 
MAY BE SOLVED. 


The McOlelland Pond Tragedy in 
Southern Illinois. 


TWO MEN UNDER ARREST. 


Story of the Strange Disappearance 
of Oscar McClelland and 
His Father. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

SALEM, III., Aug. 1.—The famous McClel- 
land pond skeleton mystery is brought to 
the surface again by the indictment of 
John A. McClelland and Wesley Tabor by 
the Marion County Grand-jury, now in ses- 
sion, for the murder of Alexander and Oscar 
McClelland, as stated in a special telegram 
to the late edition of the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday. 

John A. McClelland was arrested at Cen- 
tralia on a bench warrant issued by the or- 
der of the .Grand-jury, and Tabor is now in 
jail in this city. 

The skeletons were found in a pond on the 


old McClelland homestead two years ago, 
were identified by many persons as the 
bones of Alexander and Oscar McClelland, 
father and brother of the man now under 
indictment, but no arrests were made until 
yesterday. 

Every Grand-jury since has investigated 
the mystery, but no indictment has been 
found before. Tabor was brought into the 
case by a confession which a divorced wife 
made before the Grand-jury in January 
last. What new evidence has been present- 
ed to this Grand-jury is not known. 


The father of John A. McClelland was a 
rich man at one time, but lost a great deal 
of money at the milling business. He mort- 

d his homestead, ven him by his 
ather, Judge McClelland, who was one of 
the most prominent citizens of Southern 
Illinois. P 

Besides his financial troubles, Alex’s do- 
mestic life was unhappy. He had married 
a second and the children did not get 
along with their step mother.
